clares lie lias found in the cotton he 
has bought everything save dead negroes, 
which would tend to increase its weight. 
The planters assert dial these charges 
are untrue, that the only adulteration 
which takes place is the sand which in- 
evitably sifts into the half-opened bolls 
from the grounds before they are gath- 
ered. 
This explanation is a little like 


that the milkman gave when he accounted 
for the frogs found in his cans, by say- 
ing that they must have jumped in from 
the siream.when be stopped to let his 
horsedrink. 
We arc glad to see that this 


is the explanation, as we had been fear- 


ful that this state of things would be ac- 
counted for by the claim thai it was due 
lo Northern enterprise, which has been 
so largely influential in the South in the 
last few years.
